VEMALE SUFFRAGE. 

Goldwin Smith writes tothe Times a solemn 
warning to Englishmen against the dangers 
of female suffrage. The general tone of the 
letter favors the supposition that he thinks 
the Tories are committed to the measure, 
whereas Salisbury expressiy declared at 
Edinburgh that he spoke only for himseif. 
Smith thinks the. measure, if it proves a 
mistake, will probably do more deep and 
lasting mischief than ‘anything proposed by 
Gladstone. Englishmen, he says, should 
make themselves ‘acquainted with the 
American experience. It has deen 
tried in Nebraska and abandoned 
there, and is still under trial in one Territory 
andthe result isa general refusal to try it 
elsewhere.

NEw YORKE,January 3.—It was reported from 
Minneapolis yesterday that the millers ac- 
cused the elevator men of mixing the differ- 
ent grades of wheat. As a result, they said, 
the standard of Northwestern wheat would be 
lowered. The matter is probably confined to 
the Northwest.

resolution: 

Moved, That it is the sense of this commlt- 
tee that the money remaining over from the 
Post-DisPaTcH Ohristmas tree be made the 
basis. of a permanent fund to be 
known as the Post-DisrPatou children’s 
fund, under the management of a commit- 
tee of eleven. The purpose of this fund 


shall be to give an annual tree entertainment 
for the children of the 8t. Louis poor, and to 
aid with clothing, shoes, and medical attend- 
ance for needy children. Ail applica- 
tions shall be reported on, and recom- 
mended by some one of the 
existing charity organizations, or if 
the applicant be not connected with or known 
to any such society, then it shall be investi- 
gated by some authorized and approved rep- 
resentative of the Associated Charity Workers. 
The officers and distribution rooms shali for 
the present be located at No. 405 North Eley- 
enth street, in the office of the Chiidrer’s Aid 
Society. : 

Contributions of children’s clothing and of 
materials to be made up shall be requested 
from the public, and volunteers be invited to 
make up ciothing and do the work of fitting 
and distributing. 

Mr. Nelson, after reading the resolution, 
spoke ofthe matter, saying that in this reso- 
lution he had endeavored to embody all the 
suggestions and plans offered at the last meet- 
ing. The Associated Charity Workers had un- 
exceptional facilities for investigating such 
cases as are not known to the charita- 
ble organizations and would be of the 

reatest assistance to whatever persons were 

nterested withjthe work of properly apply- 
ing the money. The headquarters of this 
society are amply fitted forthe contemplated 
work and could be had at little or no expense 
tothefund. Mr. Nelson went on to explain 
that his resolution did not in any manner 
commit the fund or the work into the hands of 
any particular charitable organization, 
se bein purely and simply 
out through the medium 
ot the societies such cases as are deserving, 
and then, with the aid of the experienced 
workers of the Associated Charities, to inveg- 
tigate any uncertain cases. By this means all 
the deserving cases could be sifted out and at- 
tended to with but little confusion. 

Mr. Thomas Morrison seconded Mr. Nel- 
son’s motion, adding that he thought the 
money should de applied directly to the needy 
cases by some con: mittee properly appointed, 
and not given to any societies to dispose of, 
as it would not reach far it so placed. Mr. 
Morrison indorsed Mr. Nelson’s plan 
and suggested that a sort of division be made, 
giving a proportion to the colored, the Cath- 
Ole and non-Catholic poor, so that the fund 
would be as evenly as possibile distributed 
among all classes. 

Mr. Ennis spoke a few words to the effect 
that, in his $dgment, the disposal of the 
money should be absolutely free fram any 
sug lon of religious prejudice which it 
might get from the fact that the services 
of the Associated Oharity workers 
are to be used in the distribu- 
tion. His objection was set aside 
andgwithdrawn upon a further explanation 
being made by Mr. Nelson to the effect that the 
Associated Charity workers were to be simply 
one ofthe means by which the needy poor 
would be found out and their wants attended 
to irrespective of religious conditions, and 
that the applications of all societies, no mat- 
— 4 whet their religions, would be treated 

6. 

To prevent ‘‘repeating’’ in the distribution 
of the Post-DisraTcu children’s fund it was 
decided that a record of each and every case 
acted upon be strictly kept, so that when the 
recommendations of the different societies 
came in the names on their liste could be com- 
pared with the roll of persons relieved and 
asy duplication avoided. 

It was distinctly stated that the aim of the 
charity was to reach, asfar as possible, all 
those who are not now receiving aid from 
any of the many charitable organizations 
of the city, and to relieve isolated cases of 
poor chiidren suffering from wanton account 
of the misfortunes of their parents. 

Mr. Neleon’s resolution was adopted as read 
and will be presented to the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee at the next meeting, when the 
committee called for by the resolu- 
tion. will be chosen and the work of 
dist¥ibution pushed ahead as fast as possible, 
so that before the severe weather sets in ev- 
erything will de in shape to instantly relieve 
the suffering of the poor children of St. Louis.

Te Senor Fiquero, Minister of the Interior, San 
Domingo : 


Your EXcELLEncy—Mr. H. M. Linell, a citi- 
zen of the United States of America, has re- 
gwomee me in my capacity as United States 

usul to ask the Dominican Government 
whether the bones of the immortal Christo- 
pher Columbus, the discoverer of America, 
and a permit for the exhibitioa 
of them could be obtained tor 
the Governmest? The interest which 
the people in America take in their histo is 
so intense that the presence of Colum ; 
remains. in the larger cities would create 
enough curiosity to swell the receipts of the 
Treasury of tbe Dominican Republic to a de- 
gree unprecedented in its history. 

Mr. Linell begs to submit the following of. 
fer: He xuarantees to defray all the expenses 
forthe transportation of the bones, a guard 
of eight soldiers and four priests. He guaran- 
tees to defray ali the expenses which 
should arise during the tour ese 
persons in the United States, and 
also their salaries. He guarantees to 
remit 50 per cent of the net receipts to the 
Dominican Government in quarterly pay- 
ments, and guarantees that they should not 
amount to less than $200,000 a year. 222 - 
antees the safe return of the bones ra 
time of not less than four years. Mr. Linell 
desires that the church and Government au- 
thorities state publicly that these are the gen- 
uine bones of lumbus, and that the exhibi- 
tion of them shall be permitted for thie trip 
only. In submitting this offer to Your Ex- 
cellency, I want to direct Your Excellency’s 
attention to the importance of this o and 
ite urgency. Yours respecttully,

Senor Fiquero courteously declined the 
proposition. It was done in the formal lan- 
usage of diplomacy and conveyed no re- 
proach, The Dominican public and news- 
papers were not so considerate. They de- 
clured that the proposition to make the bones 
of Columbus a public exhibition for pri- 
vate gain was disgraceful. If made by 
private persons it might be overlooked, 
but when presented officially by the 
representative a Government of a 
country like the United States it was 
outrageous. Press and public called for the 
removal of Consul Astwood and inno mild 
language either. It was wees declared that 
the position of the United Consul was a 

ublic scandal. The news of the removal of 

onsul Astwood by the Washington author- 
ities is regarded by Dominican authorities 
here as the result of this affair. It is regarded 
favorably, too, and in fact isthe only action 
that the American Government could 0. 


JOSEPH w. POSTLEWAITE. 


The Funeral of the Well-Known Bandmaster 
Took Place To-Day. 


The funeral of Joseph W. Postiewalte, the 
well-known musician, took place to-day at 
1:80 o’clock from his late residence at No. 
28438 South Ninth street. The remains were 
interred in Oalvary Cemetery. The Mu- 
sicians’ Union, of which Prof. Pos- 
tlewaite was a member, attended 


the funeral in a body and 
furnished a band of 100 pieces with which to 
furnish the funeral march. The procession 
was avery imposing one. 

Prof. Postiewaite was one of the oldest and 
most widely known musicians in the city. He 
was born about 68 years ago in the city of Chi.
